Dear Mr. Evers: 

This is the response of the Civil Division, Department of Justice to your Freedom of 
Information Act (FOIA) request for any departure or farewell email sent by Chad Readier on or 
around his last day in the office at DOJ. This Office received your request on April 11,2019. 

The Civil Division located one page responsive to your request, which is being released 
to you in part. The Civil Division withheld certain information because it is protected from 
disclosure under the FOIA pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6). This provision concerns material 
the release of which would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of the personal privacy of 
third parties. 

For your information, Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement 
and national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. 552(c). This 
response is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements of the FOIA. This is a 
standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be taken as an indication 
that excluded records do, or do not, exist.

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submit an appeal through OIP's FOIAonline portal by creating an account on the following web 
site: https://foiaonline.regulations.gov/foia/action/public/home. Your appeal must be postmarked 
or electronically transmitted within 90 days of the date of my response to your request. If you 
submit your appeal by mail, both the letter and the envelope should be clearly marked "Freedom 
of Information Act Appeal."
